TB Strain 
On Rise 


WHO warns drug-resistant 
disease is spreading rapidly 

LONDON I Drug-resistant tuberculosis is 
spreading even faster than medical experts 
had feared, the World Health Organization 
warned in report issued Tuesday. 

The rate of TB patients infected with the 
drug-resistant strain topped 20 percent in 

some countries, the 

highest ever recorded, 
the U.N. agency said. 

“Ten years ago, 
it would have been 
unthinkable to see rates 
like this,” said Dr. Mario 
Raviglione, director of 
WHO’s “Stop TB” depart- 
ment. “This demonstrates 
what happens when you 
keep making mistakes in 
TB treatment.” 

Though the report 
is the largest survey of 

drug-resistant TB, based 

on information collected between 2002 and 
2006 , there are still major gaps: Data were 
only available from about half of the world’s 
countries. In Africa, where experts are par- 
ticularly worried about a lethal collision 
between TB and AIDS, only six countries 
provided information. 

Raviglione said it was likely that patients 
— and even entire outbreaks of drug-resistant 
TB — were being missed. Experts also worry 
about the spread of XDR-TB, or extensively 
drug-resistant TB, a strain virtually untreat- 
able in poor countries, maria cheng (ap)

‘Stagflation’ Suddenly a Possibility 


Huge jump in prices 
is ominous sign for an 
economy losing steam 

WASHINGTON I It’s a toxic econom- 
ic mix the nation hasn’t seen in 
three decades: Prices are speed- 
ing upward at the fastest pace in a 
quarter century, even as the econ- 
omy loses steam. 

Economists call the disease 
“stagflation,” and they’re worried 
it might be coming back. 

Already, paychecks aren’t stretch- 
ing as far, and jobs are harder to 
find, threatening to set off a vicious

cycle that could make things even 
worse. 

The latest worrisome news came 
Tuesday: a government report show- 


ing wholesale prices climbed 74 per- 
cent in the past year. That was the 
biggest annual leap since 1981. 

Once the twin evils of stagflation 
take hold, it can be hard to break 
the grip. People cut back on their 
spending as they are stung by rising 
prices and shriveling wages. Busi- 
nesses, also socked by rising costs 
and declining demand, clamp down 
on hiring and capital investment. 

That would be a nightmare 
scenario for Wall Street investors, 
businesses and most everyone else. 
They’re already looking to the Feder- 
al Reserve for help, but the Fed’s job 
is complicated by the situation. 


The mission of Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke and his 
colleagues is to nurture economic 
growth and keep inflation under 
control. To brace the teetering econ- 
omy, the Fed since September has 
been ratcheting down its key inter- 
est rate. However, to combat infla- 
tion, the Fed would be expected to 
boost rates instead. 

“The Fed has its hands full. It 
is preoccupied with the econom- 
ic slowdown at the front door, 
but inflation looks to be sneak- 
ing in the back door,” said Greg 
McBride, senior financial analyst at

Officials 

General says combat 
tours must be reduced 
as soon as possible 

WASHINGTON! Top Army officials 
told a Senate panel on Tuesday that 
the Army is under serious strain and 
must reduce the length of combat 
tours as soon as possible. 

“The cumulative effects of the 
last six- plus years at war have left 
our Army out of balance, consumed 
by the current fight and unable to 
do the things we know we need to 
do to properly sustain our all-vol- 
unteer force and restore our flex- 
ibility for an uncertain future,” said 
Gen. George Casey, chief of staff of 
the Army. 

Casey told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that cutting 
the time soldiers spend in combat 
is an integral part of reducing the 
stress on the force. 

He said he anticipates the ser- 
vice can cut combat tours from 15 
months to 12 months this year, as 
long as the president reduces the

number of active-duty Army bri- 
gades in Iraq and Afghanistan to 
15 units by July as planned. 

However, the number of sol- 
diers retained under the service’s 
“stop loss” policy — which forces 
some soldiers to stay on beyond 


their retirement or re -enlistment 
dates — is unlikely to be reduced 
substantially. 

“We are consuming readiness 
now, as quickly as we’re building 
it,” said Army Secretary Pete Geren.

Massive 

Up to 3 million people 
lose electricity during 
widespread blackout 

MIAMI I Florida’s largest utility 
says equipment failure and a fire 
at a Miami substation led to power 
outages that affected up to 3 mil- 
lion people. 

Florida Power & Light is still try- 
ing to determine what caused the 
failure and fire. The company says 
such equipment failure should not 
have caused the widespread black- 
outs. The problem caused a nuclear 
plant south of Miami to automati- 
cally shut down. 

Officials with the company say 
just about 20,000 people remained 
without power by 5:30 p.m. Most of 
those were due to outages caused 
by storms. 


Power Outage Hits Florida

power outage struck the area, cutting electricity to an estimated 3 million people. 


Traffic was even more misera- 
ble than usual in the Miami area as 
many stop lights briefly were with- 
out power. The outages occurred 
on a day when temperatures soared 
into the mid- 80s and Floridians 
needed air conditioning. 

An equipment malfunction in a 
substation near Miami disabled two 
power distribution lines between 
Miami and Daytona Beach, and 
in response, Florida Power & 
Light’s Turkey Point nuclear plant 
south of Miami stopped operating 
around 1 p.m., Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission spokesman Kenneth 
Clark said. 

The Homeland Security Depart- 
ment said the outages had no con- 
nection to terrorism, and the Nucle- 
ar Regulatory Commission said the 
reactors automatically shut down 
as designed. 


Bob Wild, a sports marketing 
consultant who lives in Miami’s 
southern Kendall neighborhood, 
said he didn’t even notice the outage, 
thanks to his home’s generator. 

“We’re a hurricane family. We’ve 
been though Hurricane Andrew 
and everything before and since,” 
he said. “Our daughter called us 
from Washington and said she’d 
seen the blackouts on TV. That’s 
when we found out.” 

In Miami’s western suburb of 
Doral, disappointed office work- 
ers sat under an awning at a strip 
mall, unable to buy lunch nor go 
anywhere else due to a sudden 
downpour. At Starbucks, employ- 
ees began handing out sandwiches 
they feared would go bad. 

Nelson Suarez, 35, a manager for 
Asia sales at World Fuel Services, 
enjoyed the free lunch. 

“I can’t work anyway since all 
the power is out, so at least some- 
thing good came out of this,” he said.

Arab TV Broadcasts Video 
Of British Man Seized in Iraq 

An Arab TV news network broad- 
cast a portion of a video Tuesday 
showing a British hostage seized in 
Iraq last May. The station said the 
kidnappers were demanding that 
Britain free nine Iraqi prisoners. 
The hostage, who has been identi- 
fied as Peter Moore, was kidnapped 
by heavily armed men in police uni- 
forms from the Iraqi Finance Min- 
istry, together with four of his Brit- 
ish security guards, (ap) 

NEW DELHI 

Gates Unconcerned About 
News of Indian Missile Test 

U.S. Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said Tuesday he was not concerned 
about a missile test announced by 
Indian officials on the same day he 
was holding talks with the prime 
minister and other leaders. Instead, 
he said he is impressed by how much 
the relationship between the U.S. 
and Indian military has grown in 
recent years, and added that the U.S. 
is interested in further expanding 
that relationship, (ap) 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN 

Regulator Lifts YouTube Ban, 
Rejects Blame for Outages 

Pakistan’s telecommunications reg- 
ulator said Tuesday that it had lift- 
ed restrictions imposed on YouTube 
over an anti-Islamic video clip, but 
rejected blame for a cut in access to 
the Web site in many countries over 
the weekend. The authority told Pak- 
istani Internet service providers to 
restore access to the site on Tuesday 
after the removal of a video featur- 
ing a Dutch lawmaker who has said 
he plans to release a movie portray- 
ing Islam as fascist, (ap) 


Suicide Bus Bomber Kills 8 in Iraq 


Violence flares around 
Mosul; southern Iraq 
calmer as Shiites mass 

BAGHDAD I Insurgents targeted pas- 
senger buses north of Baghdad on 
Tuesday, as a suicide bomber killed 
at least eight people west of Mosul 
and gunmen seized 21 men travel- 
ing through Diyala province. 

The latest bloodshed highlight- 
ed the slow- going, punch- counter- 
punch U.S.-led campaign against 
al- Qaeda in Iraq, more than a 


month after Iraq’s prime minister 
said he expected the fight for Mosul 
would be a “decisive battle.” 

The Americans view the north- 
ern campaign as a chance to subdue 
al- Qaeda in Iraq in areas surround- 
ing Mosul, a major transportation 
hub that the military has described 
as the terror group’s last urban 
stronghold. 

Tuesday’s bombing, 40 miles 
west of Mosul, struck a bus heading 
from Mosul to Damascus, Syria. 

Farther north, Turkish officials 
said Tuesday their troops pressed an

incursion deeper into Iraq, as they 
chased separatist Kurdish rebels as 
much as 12 miles across that bor- 
der. Fed-up Iraqi leaders demanded 
that Turkey end the military opera- 
tion, and the regional parliament 
in Iraq’s semiautonomous Kurdish 
area unanimously approved a mea- 
sure authorizing its military forces 
to fight back if attacked by Turks. 

The south, however, was relative- 
ly calm. There, millions of Shiite pil- 
grims clogged the streets of Karbala 
for the peak of an annual religious 
commemoration, john affleck (ap)

Bosnian Police Restrain Serb Rioters 


Anti-Kosovo protesters 
try to storm building 
of American consulate 

BANJALUKA, BOSNIA-HERZEGOVINA I 

Police fired tear gas at Bosnian 
Serb rioters Tuesday to prevent 
them from storming the building 
of the U.S. consulate after protests 
against Kosovo’s independence. 

A group split away from the 
almost 10,000 peaceful protesters in 
Banja Luka and headed toward the 
consulate, breaking shop windows 


and throwing stones at police who 
blocked the streets leading to the 
building with armored vehicles. 

A rain of stones poured down 
on police before officers fired tear 
gas to disperse the crowd. Several 
officers were seen limping. Police 
were also seen detaining several 
demonstrators as they withdrew 
to a nearby park. 

Hundreds of rioters attacked the 
U.S. embassy in downtown Belgrade 
Thursday, setting part of it on fire 
and smashing windows. One per- 
son died and hundreds were injured 


and arrested. 

The incident Tuesday occurred 
despite repeated calls by organizers 
to hold a peaceful demonstration. 
Police secured diplomatic missions 
in the city and warned that officers 
would use all legal means to pre- 
vent violence. 

Tuesday’s protest begun with 
participants gathering peacefully 
at the main square in downtown 
Banja Luka, carrying Serbian flags, 
pictures of Russian President Vladi- 
mir Putin and banners reading “No 
America.” irena knezevic (ap)

Is Verified 

Tribunal sides with 
president, determines 
fraud had no effect 

ABUJA, NIGERIA I ANigerian election 
tribunal sided Tuesday with Pres- 
ident Umaru Yar’Adua in a chal- 
lenge of the vote that brought him 
to power last year 
and which oppo- 
sition leaders say 
was tainted by 
fraud. 

The two oppo- 
sition leaders 
vowed to appeal 
— sticking to 
a legal, peaceful route that may 
be a sign of the African nation’s 
maturing democracy in contrast 
to its past, as well as to the vio- 
lence that followed Kenya’s dis- 
puted election. 

In a judgment delivered over 
three hours, the tribunal said the 
petitions by former strongman 
Muhammadu Buhari and ex- 
Vice President Atiku Abubakar 
lacked evidence that fraud had 
materially affected the outcome 
of the April 21 vote. 

Yar’Adua welcomed the decision. 
“Today’s event is a victory for Nige- 
ria’s democracy and for the rule of 
law,” he said in a statement, (ap)

Philharmonic Plays in North Korea 


New York musicians’ 
historic show prompts 
an emotional finale 

PYONGYANG, NORTH KOREA I The 
New York Philharmonic’s unprec- 
edented concert could herald warm- 
er ties between North Korea and 
the U.S. After three encores, some 
musicians left the stage in tears as 
the audience waved fondly. 

Between horn fanfares and 
the flourishes of the conductor’s 


baton, the U.S. and North Korea 
found common ground in a concert 
Tuesday that spanned American and 
Korean musical traditions. 

Whether the feeling lingers 
after the music will depend on the 
North’s compliance with an inter- 
national push to rid it of nuclear 
weapons. 

After the New York Philharmon- 
ic played the last notes of the folk 
song “Arirang,” the adoring audience 
stood and applauded enthusiasti- 
cally, waving to the musicians.

Orchestra members paused with 
their instruments and waved back, 
an emotional finale to the concert 
that was the highlight of the Phil- 
harmonic’s 48 -hour visit. 

The enraptured crowd drew 
music director Lorin Maazel and 
concertmaster Glenn Dicterow out 
for a final bow after the rest of the 
ensemble left the stage. 

The concert was broadcast live 
on North Korean TV, meaning it 
was heard beyond the 2,500 people

Apple’s iTunes Ranks 
Second in Music Sales 


Online music store 
is beating out retail 
stores for customers 

NEW YORK I Apple Inc.’s online 
iTunes music store is now the 
number-two music retailer in the 
U.S., trailing only Wal-Mart Stores , 
market researcher NPD Group said 
Tuesday. 

Analyst Russ Crupnick called 
Apple’s move to the number-two 
spot “fairly understandable given 
the pressure that’s been on CDs and 
the almost 50 -percent growth in 
digital downloading in the past 
year.” 

NPD said that iTunes moved into 
second place due to the amount of 
music it sold during 2007, which 


was based on a 12 -track CD equiva- 
lency for song downloads. 

About 10 per- 
cent of music 
acquired in the 
U.S. was through 
legal downloads in 
2007, andconsum- 
ers who bought 
digital music 
legally through 
pay-to - download 
Web sites grew by 
5 million to 29 million in 2007, 
NPD said Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, an estimated 1 mil- 
lion consumers did not buy CDs in 
2007, and 48 percent of U.S. teen- 
agers didn’t buy any CDs during the 
year, up from 38 percent in 2006, 
according to NPD data, (ap)

Md. Lawmakers Reject

Maryland drivers can text away 
while behind the wheel — for 
now. State lawmakers have reject- 
ed a bill that would have allowed 
drivers to be fined $500 for reading, 
writing or sending text messages by 
phone or PDA while operating a car. 
Though Maryland doesn’t ban driv- 
ers from talking on phones while 
driving, sponsors said texting is 
even more dangerous and should 
be banned. The proposal had the 
support of AAA, but the Maryland 
bill ran into opposition from law- 
makers who questioned whether 
texting is a distraction so unique 
it needs its own ban. (ap)

Years for Baseball Bat Killing 

A Howard County man has been 
ordered to serve 13 years in prison 
for his guilty plea in the baseball 
bat slaying of an 18 -year- old Elli- 
cott City man. Nineteen-year- old 
Kevin Klink of Columbia was sen- 
tenced to 10 years for voluntary 
manslaughter and three years for 
a weapon charge. Klink pleaded 
guilty in January to killing Rob- 
ert Brazell during a late night brawl 
one year ago this week that involved 
nearly two dozen teenagers at the 
football stadium at Mount Hebron

D.C. Special Education Gets 


$4.3M allotted by 
city for new computer 
system, case workers 

An attempt to upgrade the Dis- 
trict’s troubled special education 
program will give it a new com- 
puter system and additional case 
management workers, State Super- 
intendent of Education Deborah A. 
Gist announced today. 

Gist said the city is spending 
$4.3 million for a computer sys- 
tem that will allow schools to 


keep track of nearly every aspect 
of a special education student’s aca- 
demic life, cutting down on delays 
stemming from operating several 
unlinked systems that have inac- 
curate data. 

She also said the city plans to 
hire 30 additional case managers 
so that students referred to special 
education can receive services much 
more quickly. 

The initiatives are “a way in 
which we intend to serve students 
more effectively,” Gist said. 

For years, city and school system 


officials have crit- 
icized the special 
education depart- 
ment for lacking 
high-quality pro- 
grams for 9,400 
learning-dis- 
abled and phys- 
ically disabled 

students. 

The school system spends 
about $137 million on private 
school tuition annually for about 
2,400 children it cannot serve in 
the public schools. 


Boost 

The initiatives stem from an 
agreement school system officials 
reached in December with plain- 
tiffs in a class-action case. The suit, 
Blackman v. District of Columbia, 
was filed by parents protesting the 
system’s long delay in providing spe- 
cial education services for their chil- 
dren. It resulted in a consent decree 
and a federal court order for the sys- 
tem to eliminate a backlog of more 
than 1,000 decisions from hearing 
officers regarding the placement 
of students in special education.

‘Dark Elegy’ Rejected 
As Possible Memorial 


Sculpture featuring 
nude female statues 
deemed too specific 

The statues grimace, scream, tear 
at their hair and skin. Several have 
collapsed in agony. Others cry and 
rage at the heavens. 

There are 7 6 of them — over- 
sized, flesh -like figures of women, 
most modeled from real life at the 
moment they learned their loved 
ones had been killed in the ter- 
rorist bombing of Pan Am Flight 
103. 

Yesterday New York sculptor 
Suse Lowenstein, herself one of the 
models, went before the National 


Capital Memorials Advisory Com- 
mission to argue that her wrench- 
ing sculpture, “Dark Elegy,” should 
become a national memorial to 
victims of terrorism, located in 
Washington. 

But the seven members of 
the commission, which advises 
the federal government on com- 
memorative works in and around 
Washington, unanimously rejected 
the proposal. 

They said they feared the nude 
statues might offend some sensi- 
bilities, might be liable to coarse 
vandalism, and were too specific to 
Lockerbie to serve as a memorial 
to victims of all terrorism attacks.

Washington makes 4 
late deals to prepare 
for the playoff push 

C A P l TA L S I The Washington Capitals 
demonstrated their resolve to stay 
in the playoff chase, making four 
deals and acquiring three veteran 
players at the NHL’s trade deadline 
on Tuesday. 

The most well-known arrival 
will be former Detroit Red Wings 
superstar Sergei Federov, 38, a 
three-time Stanley Cup winner who 
has been in Columbus since 2005 
and has nine goals and 19 assists 
this season. But the most intrigu- 
ing deal involves goaltender Chris- 
tobal Huet, who shut out the Caps 
one month ago with the Canadiens 
and now will challenge long-time 
netminder Olie Kolzig and backup 
Brent Johnson for minutes. 

“The plan will be to see how 
things go,” general manager 
George McPhee said. “Olie s a class 
act and knows he’s a good goalie 
... and understands why we did it 
— to be No. 1. It’s a great situation 
because we want great goaltend- 
ing every night, and we’re going to 
need it to get there.” 

The Capitals did not part with 


any key draft choices or prospects 
yesterday, exchanging Notre Dame 
defenseman Ted Ruth for Federov 
and a second-round selection next 
year for Huet. The team also dealt 
struggling forward Matt Pettinger 
to Vancouver for grinder Matt 
Cooke and sent minor leaguer 
Joe Motzko to Atlanta for left 
wing Alexandre Giroux, who played 
nine times for the Caps last sea- 
son. None of the new players was 


expected in Washington in time 
for Tuesday night’s game against 
Minnesota. 

Five points out of the Eastern 
Conference’s last playoff spot and 
losers of six of their past eight, the 
Caps (28-27-8) were coy about 
their deadline day intentions save 
McPhee’s promise not to part with 
the young talent the club has been 
stockpiling. That left higher-pro- 
file players out of reach, but not

A.C. Doubles Down on Food 


Gambling town bets 
that top chefs can 
attract new visitors 

DESTINATIONS I With promises of 
new billion dollar developments 
and glitz, Atlantic City hopes to 
build its food pedigree to lure visi- 
tors who aren’t solely attracted by 
gambling. Las Vegas has demon- 
strated that fine food will entice 
visitors to a gambling mecca, and 
Atlantic City hopes to follow the 
same model. 

“It’s a huge part of the experi- 
ence,” said Kevin DeSanctis, CEO 
of Revel Entertainment Group, 
which recently unveiled plans for a 
$2 billion twin-tower casino to open 
in 2010 in Atlantic City. “After gam- 
bling, food is the number one reason 
people would come to our place.” 

If Atlantic City wants to elevate 
its dining choices, it must contin- 
ue adding better restaurants as Las 
Vegas did, said Bobby Flay, a pop- 
ular Food Network celebrity chef

with restaurants in New York, Las 
Vegas and since last year, Atlantic 
City, with Bobby Flay Steak at the 
Borgata Hotel Casino. 

Atlantic City is facing new compe- 
tition from casinos in Pennsylvania 
and Yonkers, N.Y., and is on target 
for its first-ever annual loss. Despite 
that, developers have committed $9 
billion in new casino -hotel projects 
over the next five years. 

So far, Atlantic City’s franchised 
restaurants haven’t reached the level 
of Las Vegas, said Ariane Daguin, 
CEO of D’Artagnan, the Newark- 
based company that supplies top 
restaurants across the country with 
foie gras and other specialty items. 
She said Atlantic City hasn’t been as 
ambitious as Vegas with its restau- 
rant program, and instead they’ve 
gone with popular chefs. 

But that could change. 

“When people announce they 
will put many billions in a new hotel 
that’s going to be all gold plated, 
then it’s easier to attract good chefs,”

Snoop is on a mission 
to touch souls with 
his softer new sound 

SWITCH I When Snoop Dogg hit 
CNN’s “Larry King Live” Feb. 1, 
the segment may have brought into 
focus all of what’s working for the 
rapper-turned- singer these days. 

For starters, there was his bur- 
geoning hit, “Sensual Seduction,” 
playing in the background as Snoop 
took the talk show host to the Los 
Angeles hangout Roscoe’s Chick- 
en & Waffles. The electro -funk, 
’80s-influenced song oozed funk 
— and Snoop’s heavily vocoded 
singing voice — while the rapper 
enlightened King to the ways of 
fried chicken and waffles. 

The song is shaping up to be one 
of the fastest- climbing crossover 
hits of his career. After 14 weeks 
on Billboard’s Hot R&B/Hip-Hop 
Songs chart, “Seduction” resides at 
No. 8, and No. 7 on the Hot 100. 

The song’s clever, retro -themed 
video is reaping its share of buzz 
as well, getting played on the usual 
video channels and, perhaps more 
importantly, is a massive viral hit 
on YouTube. The heat the single has 
generated pushed the release date 
for Snoop’s new Doggy Style/ Geffen/ 
Interscope album, “Ego Trippin’,” up 
from May to March 11.

“This is a huge look for him,” his 
manager Constance Schwartz of the 
Firm says. “A lot of people didn’t get 
‘Seduction’ at first. They were like, 
‘Is that T-Pain?’ No, that’s Snoop 
singing. That’s one of the most bril- 
liant things about him: his ability 
to surprise people.” 

Snoop Dogg (born Calvin Broad- 
us) has been full of surprises during 
his 15 -year transition from gang- 
sta rapper to lovable mainstream 
brand. That he’s been able to have 
fun with and tweak rap’s tough- 
guy image without losing street or 
mainstream credibility — despite 
well-publicized run-ins with the 
law over weapons and drugs — is 
a singular accomplishment. 

Snoop believes his foray into sing- 
ing and working with other genres 
of music will resonate with consum- 
ers because the same Snoop essence 
fans have come to love remains. “I’m 
not trying to be a real R&B singer, 
holding notes and going for dramatic 
moments. It’s just great songs with

Janet Jackson stifles 
her voice by trying to 
speak for too many 

MUSIC I Everybody knows Janet 
Jackson likes her fantasies. The 
whisper-voiced star has been pur- 
veying elegant soft-core for half 
of her two decades in the musical 
spotlight, transforming herself into 
pop’s equivalent of Anais Nin. That 
Miss Jackson continues to explore 
subjects like bondage and autoeroti- 
cism should disappoint no one; to 
ask her to cease is like asking Bruce 
Springsteen to stop writing about 
girls in their summer clothes. 

The alternately laser-focused and 
meandering “Discipline” (released 


Tuesday) raises a more valid ques- 
tion: For whom are these fantasies 
intended? Its 22 tracks should be two 
albums: The first, helmed by “Dark- 
child” Rodney Jerkins and Jackson’s 
beau, Jermaine Dupri, could reassert 
Jackson’s primacy among glamazon 
hit-makers; the second, a bedroom- 
bound ladies’ favorite coauthored by 
soul dauphin Ne-Yo, would remind 
fans of Jackson’s gift for creating 
tender smut. 

“Discipline” tries to service both 
Tyler Perry-loving moms and their 
gone-wild progeny, sacrificing Jack- 
son’s own vision in the process. Her 
nearly anonymous vocals lack the 
self-possession that made hits such 
as “Together Again” indelible. 

A couple of songs on “Discipline” 


are in their own category. The title 
track is an ode to masochism that, 
like the cover photograph of Jackson 


in bondage wear, simply goes too 
far for the average consumer. Jack- 
son should have learned after 2004’s 


“Damita Jo” that her attempts to 
make explicitness elegant won’t fly 
with a general public that loves freak 
dancing but still wonders about sex 
education in high school. 

“Rock With U” is also extra-per- 
sonal, but not in the usual Janet 
way. The song pays homage to her 
beloved brother Michael’s glimmer- 
ing early hit of the same name with- 
out directly sampling it. Instead, 
the co-writers — Ne-Yo, Dupri and 
Atlanta house -music producer Eric 
Stamile — create a sonic meditation 
on what Michael has lost since those 
sweet last days of disco. 

Playing on memory and mel- 
ancholia, Janet’s “Rock With U” is 
nowhere as great as the original, 
but as a bit of intimate meta-pop, 
it’s utterly poignant. Jackson has 
long been the bearer of her broth- 
er’s secrets, and on this song she 
shows that she can still crave some- 
thing other than sexual fulfillment. 
Something like innocence. |

Classes help students 
prep for the medical 
marijuana industry 

You know you’re in a different kind 
of college when a teaching assistant 
sets five marijuana plants down in 
the middle of a lab and no one blinks 
a bloodshot eye. 

Welcome to Oaksterdam Univer- 
sity in Oakland, Calif., a new trade 
school where higher education takes 
on a whole new meaning. 

The school prepares people for 
jobs in California’s thriving medi- 
cal marijuana industry. For $200 
and the cost of two required text- 
books, students learn howto culti- 
vate and cook with cannabis, study 
which strains of pot are best for cer- 
tain ailments, and are instructed 
in the legalities of a business that 
is against the law in the eyes of the 
federal government. 

“My basic idea is to try to pro- 
fessionalize the industry and have 
it taken seriously as a real indus- 
try, just like beer and distilling hard 
alcohol,” said Richard Lee, 45, an 
activist and pot- dispensary owner 
who founded the school in a down- 
town storefront last fall. 

So far, 60 students have com- 
pleted the two -day weekend course, 
which is sold out through May. At 
the end of the class, students are 
given a take-home test, with the 
highest scorer earning the title of 


class valedictorian. 

Before getting to Horticulture 
101, the hands-on highlight of Oak- 
sterdam U, the 20 budding bota- 
nists, entrepreneurs and political 
activists at a recent weekend ses- 
sion sat politely through two law 
lectures and a visiting professor’s 
history talk. 

In the lab, Lee measured plant 
food into a plastic garbage can and 
explained how, with common sense, 
upgraded electrical outlets, a fan 
and an air filter, students can grow 
pot at home for fun, health, public 
service — or profit. 

Students gave various reasons 
for enrolling. Some said they were 
simply curious. Others said they 
wanted tips for growing their own 
weed, although judging from the 
questions, a few were ready for

Oaksterdam U draws its name 
from the jokey nickname for a 
section of Oakland where some of 
California’s earliest medical mari- 
juana dispensaries took root. The 
nickname in turn was inspired by 
the city of Amsterdam, in Holland, 
where pot use is tolerated. 

At one point, the Oaksterdam 
neighborhood had at least 15 clubs 
and coffee shops selling pot, a num- 
ber that dwindled to four when the

California was the first of a 
dozen states that have legalized 
marijuana use for patients with a 
doctor’s recommendation. Despite 
periodic raids by federal drug agents 
and the threat of prosecution, clubs 
and cooperatives where customers 
can buy the drug of their choice 
have proliferated; California has 
300 to 400, according to advo- 
cacy groups.

“I think they are sending the 
wrong message out to the commu- 
nity, and it’s something that could 
only facilitate criminal behavior,”

Architectural Digest 
examines the interior 
of the White House 

The Bushes maybe on their way out, 
but they are leaving their mark on 
the White House. 

Architectural Digest got a look 
at the residence’s private rooms in 
its March 2008 issue. 

First lady Laura Bush began 
redecorating after President Bush 
took office in 2001, with consulta- 
tion from the White House cura- 
torial staff and Kenneth Blasin- 
game, a Texas designer who had 
been involved in the interior design 
of the Bush ranch house in Craw- 
ford, Texas. 

The first family modified their 
personal quarters and made inte- 
rior design changes in several state 
rooms, as well as two guest rooms 
located on the family floor. 

One target of restoration was 
the Lincoln Bedroom — a historic 


room that gained fame in the Clin- 
ton administration amid allegations 
that Democrats were reward- 
ing major donors such as Steven 


Spielberg and Barbara Streisand 
with accommodations there. 

The Bushes also allowed some 
of their biggest supporters to stay

in the Lincoln Bedroom. 

In the bedroom’s redesign, 
“historically inappropriate” office 
furnishings were replaced with 
items that were more closely asso- 
ciated with Abraham Lincoln’s era, 
including window cornices and a 
mantel. 

“I saw the pictures [of the Lin- 
coln Bedroom] before and it’s a big 
improvement. It’s now more authen- 
tic,” said Architectural Digest con- 
tributing writer Gerald Clarke. 

Other changes shown in the 
magazine include alterations made 
to the Oval office, the Green Room 
and the Library. 

In the Oval office, the walls 


were repainted in an ecru color 
and new drapes in a hue of bronze 
were added. 

They also added a rug affixed 
with the presidential seal in the 
middle, with rays of the sun shoot- 
ing from its center. To add a more 
personal touch, the first family 
hung portraits of their home state 
ofTexas. 

Laura Bush and Blasingame 
worked with the White House 
curator, William Allman, to 
redecorate the Green Room. The 
three changed the wallcovering to 
a slightly darker shade of green for 
a more vibrant hue. 

The Library’s collection was 
updated in 2005. During the fol- 
lowing year the Library’s walls 
were repainted in a cream color, 
and drapery valances were replaced 
with rods to make the room appear 
longer in height. 

The White House Endowment, 
a financial arm of the White House 
Historical Association, pays the 
basic costs of White House redec- 
oration. The group was founded 
in November 1961, at Jacqueline 
Kennedy’s request. 

Expect more design chang- 
es from the next administration, 
Clarke said. 

“Because there are lots of peo- 
ple who come through it, the house 
gets a lot of wear,” Clarke said.

Or order invitations online from a 
site like Invitations4Sale.com, 
which Naylor says offers 40 per- 
cent off retail prices. 

Gowns 

“Buy online,” advised Fields. Online 
discounters can order name brand- 
name dresses for 20-40 percent off 
retail, and some wedding dress fac- 
tories in China have Web sites that 
will ship gowns direct to consum- 
ers for $50 -$100 — a bargain even 
with $100 shipping. Fields’ recom- 
mendations include Netbride.com, 
PearlsPlace.com, BlueCatalog.com 
and JuliusBridal.com. 

To save on high-end gowns, wed- 
ding planner Samantha Goldberg 
advises brides to sign up for trunk 
shows at department stores like 
Saks Fifth Avenue or wedding 
retailers like Kleinfeld Bridal. Also 
compare state sales taxes. Buying a 
$5,000 dress in a nearby state with 
no clothing tax could save hundreds, 
said Goldberg, who is known for her 
work with Style Network’s “Whose 
Wedding Is It Anyway?” 

Flowers and Decor 

Fields recommends Costco for 
flowers. Costco’s “Simply Elegant 
Wedding Rose Collections” (40- 
piece sets including bouquets and 
centerpieces, $760; 20 -piece set, 
$430). Order online for delivery 
anywhere in the U.S. 

Naylor notes that the cheap- 
est flowers will be those in season 
the month you’re getting married; 
that “greenery filler is less expensive 
than flowers and makes for a beau- 
tiful natural look;” and that smaller 
bouquets show off gowns to greater 
advantage. 

Fun, not Fancy 

Robert Brokamp, who writes 
about personal finance for The 
Motley Fool, had a 1999 wedding, 
with 150 guests. It cost less than 
$5,000, thanks to inexpensive 
choices — like a cookout, gown off 
the discount rack, reception at a sis- 
ter-in-law’s home, old family photos 
on the tables instead of centerpieces. 
Others pitched in — his mom did 
the flowers and a cousin manned 
the grill. “We focused on people hav- 
ing fun rather than people being too 
fancy,” he says, beth harpaz (ap)
